'LESBONS IN RACING.

COLONEL CLARKE'S HEROIC METHODS IN
. THE WEST,

INDIFFERENCE OF JOCKEY CLUBS TO NEEDED

- + REFORMS.

The lessbus ,of the racing season just closed are
many. Let us profit by them. Experience teaches.
Since April 14 we have seen an smazing lot of mls-
manegement, due principsily to two causes. “First, the
jockey clubs ‘are making too much money. They have
been coddled to desth, as [t were, and in consequence
thereof are inclined. to put.on’ airs. They are o much
Letter, in"thelr own' estimation, than the people who
support them that they have becom® arrogant, dicta-
torial and bigoted.’, It is with most of them an alarm-
ing case of big-head. They are for themselves frst,
Inst and all the time, and the public be damned. Sec
ondly, our racing officials are under the spell of a fool-
{sh conservatism’ not In keeping with the progress of
American enterprise.  They are weak i the knees, snd
have no backbone. Fraud, with a big F, has stalked
bolly through ths metrop circuit, becanse there
was no man to take it by tde throat, no cne with the
pluck to tackle it high or tackle it low, no Cumnock,
no Corbett, no Lake 1o prevent It from making touch-
downs by the score. IRIght here a word about Colonel
M. Lewis Clarke's methods. They seem to be po-
culiarly bl: own. All the racing world knows how
often he hds been changing jockeys at Nashville, and
the same world approves all that he has done. Stick:
Jers comtend that he oxceeded his authority, but thelr
opinfon i chafl in the wind of popular support,
While in New-York recently Colonel Clarke explalned
his methods. He sald to the writer: ‘

“One day at the Louisville track it was Intimated
10 me that a job was on fool in & cerfain race, o I
begun ruletly feeling around 1o sce wio was in it and
who was putting it up. 1 oould learn nothing definite,
fiowever: could implicate nelther owner, trainer nor
jockey. But 1 was determined to have that race
lionestly run. The horses went to post and everything
Jooked all right till the first breakaway. Then I could
o6 that some of the jockeys didn't want to get off.
Well, 1 had all of tjem to ride back to the judges’
stand and draw up In line facing me, and after looking
savagely ot them for a few moments, mbde a little
spoech,  ‘Now, boys,’ 1 said, ‘I know all about the job
in this race and 1 intend to stop it. 1 won’t point out
the gullty ones, hecause 1 want to give you o chanee.
Listen to me. If every mother’s son of you isu't
riding and whipping end spurring like the devil when
you pass this stand, I'll rule you off and keep you off
for the rest of your natural lives. Do you understand 1
Now go 10 the post and be sure you gel away in front,
the last one of you.! I wish you conld have seen
ihe effect of that speecl.. The ruce was one of the
finest ever run over the track, and I lonestly be-
lieve the best horse won.

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READY FOR THE BRAZILIANS.

THE DOLPHIX AND YORRKTOWN TO MEET THE
VISITING MENOFWAR.

The third-class crulser Dolphin left the Navy Yard
at T o'clock yesterday morning, and went down the
Lay as far as sandy Hook, and anchored Inside of the
“ Jorse-shoe,” near the Yorktown, which went down
on saturday. Doth vessels will remaln thers until
tiwe arrival of the Brazilian armor-clsd Aquidabaran
and the wooden crulser Guanabara, and then escort
them to an anchorage reserved for them In the North
River, The lrazillan vessels safled from Harbadees
for New-York a week ago vesterdoy, and are expected
to arrive here to-day, but If they should not arcive until
Wednesday no surprise necd be felt, The #hortest
salling distance from Barbadoes to New-York i< 1,555
miles, and as the Guanabara's full-power speed 1= only
12 1.2 knots an hour, she could not have arived untl?
yesterday, even under the most favorable conditions
To arvive here today, the Guansbars would have to
make about ten knots an hour, but as thers Is no
gpecial nerd of pushing these vessels, it ds possibile
that the Goansbara will not Lo foreed above three
guasrter boller-power, or abaut 200 miles a day, which
would bring her here to-morrow nlght or Wednesday,

Yorktown will welgh anchor and steam outside of
Sandy Hook to meet them, and, if it be in the day-
time, the Dolplin will hoist tim Brazilian flag at the
fore, and fire & salute of thirteen guns in honor of
Rear-Admiral da Silviera, After the Aquidabaran has
acknowledged the salute, If the sea he smooth, Com-
mander Ystes Sterling, commander of the Dolphin,
representing Rear-Admiral Gherardl, will go on board
the Aquidabaran with s message of welrome, apd 1o
communicate to Admiral Silviera the plan of escort
to the anchorage. Then the Dolphin and Yorktown
will take the lead and escort the visiting ships up the
bay to the North River anchorage. 1f the Rrazillans
should arrive at night, this programme will he carried
out on the following morning. The captalns of the
Revenus Marine boarding vessels Chandler and Man-
hattan have been ordered to report to Hear Admiral
John G. Walker, and to recelve instructions relative |
to the part which those vessels shall take In the re
ception to the Brazillan vessels. Onoe or the ot her will
be used to carry the Brazillans up to West Polnt, and
also on the harbor excursions. .

The crulser Philadelphia also left the Navy Yard |
soon after the Dolphln went down the Hay, yestenday
morning, and went around to the North River and
anchored off Twenty-third-st., wiera she will_remain
until the Brazilian ships arrive, when Admiral (GGherardi
will call upon Admiral Silviera and axtend to him the
courtesies of the Govermment, After the reception
coremonies are over the Philadelphis and Dolphin will |
return to the Navy Yard to lave thelr repalrs com-
pleted for service.
